M r. K e n n e d y had not been in 
go od health for several m onths, but 
not until some ten days ago did his 
fa m ily becom e alarm ed reg a rd in g 
his condition. 
A y ear or so ago, w h ile w h e e l­ 
in g a tru ck loaded w ith m ail at the 
M issou ri 
P acific 
depot, 
he 
w as 
struck b y an in co m in g train and 
sustained injuries from w h ich he 
n ever fu lly recovered. 
H e w as 
confined to his home for several 
w e e k s , but fin a lly resumed his la­ 
bors, 
alth o u gh he w a s n ever the 
sam e m an, p h y s ic a lly , a fterw a rd . 
M r . K e n n e d y w a s born in C ou n- 
t y C la ir, 
Ireland, D e c e m b e r 26, 
1844, an d cam e to A m e r ic a w h e n 
o n ly 7 years old, m a k in g his home 
at N e w A l b a n y , Ind. 
H is parents 
soon died, and he then too k up the 
battle of life on his o w n responsi­ 
b ility. 
H e never had the a d v a n t­ 
a g e of a college education, but he 
w a s an exten sive reader, an d there 
are f e w better posted men on g e n ­ 
eral topics in S edalia than w a s he.

It has been learned that the Mis­ 
souri Pacific directors propose to 
dispose of part of the collateral at 
present deposited to secure the out­ 
standing gold-funding notes.

T w o hundred bushels were 
sent from that state. 
Mr. Goodman is naturally elated 
over the success Missouri fruit is 
obtaining at the exposition.

winter, without expense, through 
the courtesy of the Armour P ack­ 
ing company, of Kansas City.
